of unlawful conditions. He asked the 
grand jury to make a thorough in­ 
vestigation in an effort 
to correct 
things there. 
The grand jury im­ 
mediately went in session 
and the 
first witnesses were from Arlington. 
Tn all some fourteen or fifteen wit­ 
nesses from Arlington were 
called 
to testify during the day. 
Just what the nature 
of the in­ 
vestigation is or what is alleged to 
have happened there is not known. 
The last grand jury recently indict­ 
ed several persons in Arlington, in­ 
cluding the owner of a pool room. 
Three or four persons were indicted 
for being drunk. 
The

Every phase of the European war 
was discussed at the patriotic meet­ 
ing at the First Presbyterian church 
last night when A. L. Gary, Robert 
E. Mansfield 
and 
John D. Megee 
spoke. The general tone of the ad­ 
dresses was that the time had passed 
for carrying flags arid shouting, and 
that it was now the duty of the 
American people to begin shoulder­ 
ing their share of the war’s burdens 
by preparing, an army and working 
to produce and preserve food. 
A special musical 
program was 
given by the choir and Dr. Hale 
Pearsey sang a solo. The congrega­ 
tion sang patriotic songs. 
Mr. Megee, who spoke first, said 
that the national heroes of the Unit­ 
ed States were no longer ours but 
belonged to the world. 
He referred 
to Washington, Lincoln, Grant and 
other famous Americans, declaring 
that tribute was paid to them not be­ 
cause of the men themselves, but be­ 
cause of the principles which they 
represented. 
The speaker recalled 
the 
Brit­ 
ish 
mission, 
while in the 
United 
States, laid a tribute on Washing­ 
ton’s tomb at Washington, a thing 
that would 
scarcely be 
expected 
iince it was Washington who led the 
successful 
revolution against 
the 
English. He also alluded to the fact 
that on last Friday the Stars and 
Stripes waved over the parliament 
building in London, the first time any 
flag other than the British ever wav­ 
ed there. 
Mr. Megee spoke of the time when, 
142 years ago, three million people in 
North America decided that no pow- 
ir had a right to govern the people 
by their own consent, and described 
briefly the wonderful spread of the 
lemoeratic form ¿of government over 
he whole world since that time. He 
ilso recalled that the priqpiples for 
which Old Glory stands have brought 
religious freedom and an extension 
)f equal suffrage. 
“Anything 
worth living 
for is 
»qually worth dying for,” said Mr. 
Megee in conclusion. 
“And I fear 
hat thing will happen, that some of 
our young men will have to give their 
ives as a sacrifice. 
It is a pitiable 
thing, but lofts of life will be com­ 
pensated as it always has been com­ 
pensated in ¿he history of the United 
States.” 


A. L. Gary said his 
was not a 
poetic 
subject; that it was 
very 
»rosaic, in fact, but that it was a 
hing which even poets must have—I 
ood. He declared it had been estifr 
nated three-fourths of the popula- 
iop. of the 
world is at war, thus

“tin stead of this, most late pota­ 
toes in Indian^ are planted in May, 
and as a result are 
struck by 
the 
unusual hot dry weather of late July 
and August,” said the food director. 
“Furthermore, the vines are subject 
to the 
worst attack of the 
potato 
beetle; the hot dry days are apt to 
cause leaf spot, or blighting at the 
ends of the leaves just when 
the 
tubers are forming. 
“When planted June 
15 
to 
20, 
the tubers do not start forming un­ 
til the cool weather, when the moist­ 
ure will be more abundant and temp­ 
erature 
more suitable 
to 
potato 
growing. 
“ Seed potatoes to be kept to the 
projier time for planting should be 
brought from the cellar at H*ncc and 
placed where the sun will shine on 
them.
